that, “the 1954 yearbook will be 
characterized by a Spanish theme, 
informality, big pictures, and a 
larger sports section with more 
space devoted to Women’s sports 
and track. The faeulty will have 
pictures taken in their departments 
as well as the traditional head 
shots. Students will be encouraged 
to submit snapshots of their own,” 
continued Dunlap. 

Pascual Rivas, an art major de- 
signed the beautiful black and 
gold cover and is working on the 
section pages which will also carry 
out the Spanish theme. The same 
decorative type will be used for 
the headings in the 1954 annuat 
as was used in the 1930 yearbook, 
which also had a Spanish theme. 

First Yearbook ; 

From 1921 when the first SAC 


~ yearbook was issued until 1931 the 


annual was named after Algol a 
star in the constellation Perseus. 
There was a good deal of printing 
in the earlier issues. In 1928 the 
annual was a symphony in blue. 
It had blue covers, blue printng 
and pictures, and blue drawings of 
father Neptune, mermaids and 
water babies. 

Fine printing was emphasized in 
the thirties. Man in relation to the 
universe was the theme of the 1932 
edition when the book was dedi- 
cated to Jennie Lasby Tessman, 
instructor of astronomy and his- 
tory. A Chinese theme was used in 
1933. The 1986 annual was dedi- 
cated to Horace A. Scott, instruct- 
or of geology. This book has a 
metallic front piece, a colored pic- 
ture of a scene in Zion National 
Park, and othe¥ pictures taken in 
the National Parks of the Western 
States. 

Black pages are sprinkled 
throughout the annuals of the 
early 40’s. They have less writing, 
more pictures. Military training 
on the campus is mentioned, and 
later there are honor rolls for SAC 
students who lost their lives in the 
war. The 1943 annual is done in 
black and white and is sad and 
depressing.

Mr. Royal C. Marten, student 
counselor, was the adviser for the 
yearbooks from 1950 to 1953. The 
1952 and 1953 annuals won First 
Place Certificates from the Co- 
lumbia Press Asociation in New 
York City.

At East Los Angeles Junior College, on Saturday af- 
ternoon, less than two weeks ago, our Don trackmen rep- 
resented Santa Ana College in the AAU Relays, finishing 
third in the Junior College Division. 

A total] of 48 colleges and junior colleges attended 


the meet. Each school, through 
classification, was placed in a 
specific class to insure fair com- 
petition. Santa Ana College com- 
peted against such schools as Ven- 
tura, Chaffey, Valley, Mt. San 
Antonio, Fullerton, and Glendale. 

The opening event for Santa 
Ana College was the 440 yard re- 
lay, in which four Dons, Penn 
Conradt, Dick Carson, Chuck Neal, 
and Bert Kohnhorst, each ran 110 
yards. This speedy Don foursome, 
with Kohnhorst as anchor man, 
won the relay, beating Mt. SAC 
and Valley, who finished two- 
three, respectively. 

Field evqnts, which began in the 
morning, continued throughout the 
afternoon in different sections of 
the stadium. Representing SAC in 
field events were Chuck Neal, 
broad jump, Bob Fitzpatrick, pole 
vault, and John Duchart, discus.

The Dons, supported by the larg- 
est turn-out of SAC rooters so far 
this season, trailed slightly in the 
early stages of the meet, but, 
through the combined: efforts of 
every man on the team, they re- 
covered sharply to win by almost 
16 points. 

Unpredicted happenings helped 
to keep SAC in the running. Rich. 
ard Woolfe, bucking a Mistering 
pace, stole a third for the Dons in 
the 440, which was one of the 
races the Mounties had counted on 
sweeping. The quarter was run in 
a fast 50.6 seconds. 

When the 220 rolled around, Mt. 
Sac boasted a small lead. The sit- 
uation was soon changed, however, 
as Bert Kohnhorst won the 220 
from Mt. Sac’s Hap Hicks, while 
Richard Keck picked up another 
much needed third for the Dons. 

Kohnhorst’s victory in the 220 
was not his first score of the day, 
for he won thé 100 yard dash just 
a few minutes earlier in record 
breaking time, 9.9 seconds. 

With the end of the meet in 
sight, and the score still close, the 
two-milers took the track. The 
finish of the final lap found SAC’s 
Ed Denbow in the lead with his 
team mate Tommy Frazier finish- 
ing fastest of all for second. This 
one-two victory’ put SAC in the 
lead, 42-39. 

Because of their fast quarter- 
milers, Mt. SAC was strongly fav- 
ored to take the mile relay, which 
would give them five final points. 

But the Mounties met defeat be- 
fore the relay came about. As the 
scores of the field events came in, 
it was certain that SAC had won. 
Holcombe won the shot put for the 
Dons; Duchart won the discus; 
Bryan and Carson placed one-two 
in the javelin; Neal won the broad 
jump. 

The final touches were put on by 
that old combination of Carson and 
Neal. Dick’ Carson won the 220 
yard low hurdles, and Chuck Neal 
followed Carson home in second 
place to beat out Mt. Sac’s Billy 
Gilbert.
